YOU’RE IN THE ARMY NOW 
By Maj. Here Ficklen 


“... and I often think of Elm Street” 


. . I’m a long way from home out here, and when 
I’m alone at night, Dad, I often think of Elm Street 
with its big trees, its neat houses, the bells on a quiet 
Sunday morning—and all of us coming in town for 
church. It’s the peace and freedom and decency of it 
all that gets under my skin—and it makes me a bit 
homesick now and then. 


"There’s nothing like Elm Street over here—and never 
will be till these folks change their system. 


"The trouble lies with the men who rule—and with the 
people who let them get away with it. 


"Over here the wrong men have been running things 
too long. They have been crazy w ith power. They 
gradually took over more and more, and when the 
people finally woke up—it was too late. These folks 
can’t throw out their officials the way we can. They 
have to have a war to get rid of their so-called 'new order.’ 


"Thank God we can still put the men we want into 
office-and throw them out again-with ballots instead 
of bullets. 
"This mess is a fine example of what dictatorship and 
regimentation can do when they really get going. And 
talk about bureaucrats—you ought to see what the ones 
over here are doing to farmers. You can’t do anything 
on your own. You just take orders and like it. 


"We ordinary folks at home always had a feeling of 
independence and self respect. You and Mom were 
always looking ahead to better things—for yourselves 
and for us kids. That sort of thing is missing here, Dad 
—and I think it’s the result of years of being pushed 
around. These folks have been told what to do and when 
and how to do it for so long that they don’t know any­ 
thing else. They’ve forgotten how to think for themselves. 


"Don’t let this system get a toe hold at home, Dad. It’s 
bad stuff. And the trouble is, it sneaks up on you. You 
don’t realize that it’s got you till it’s almost too late. 


"I think most American farmers are just like us—plain, 
practical, hard working, thrifty people—blessed with a 
lot of good common sense. Most of us aren’t very strong 
for fancy political theories. We know by experience that 
the American way of getting things done, even with 
its short-comings, has brought more real happiness, 
prosperity, progress, education, health and general 
good to more people than any other system in the world. 


"And that’s something to think about . . .”

Millions of American boys from farms and villages are doing 
a lot of thinking. They are writing borne anxiously these days.

I w as talking about interest­ 
ing possibilities, in the selection 
of the n e x t President of the U nit­ 
ed States, if the m em bers of the 
Electoral College should exercise 
the rig h t given them under the 
C onstitution and vote for any 
person they chose to vote for, in­ 
stead of the designated candidates 
of the parties. Several Southern 
States have said they intend to 
do this, thus throw ing the vote 
into the H ouse of R epresentatives. 
I said, in such a case, the House 
would have to vote for one of the 
TWO nam es, from the Electoral 
College list. I had been discussing 
the m atter w ith a R epresentative 
who is also an attorney, and th at 
is w hat he told me. I didn’t check 
back on it myself. I heard about it 
quickly from my longtim e friend, 
good law yer and good Democrat, 
Zeke L am ar Cobb of Los Angeles. 
The 12th A m endm ent to the Con­ 
stitution sets up th e present pro­ 
cedure, in which votes are taken 
separately for P resident and Vice 
President, and the vote, as before, 
goes to th e HoUse of R epresenta­ 
tives if th ere is not a m ajority in 
the Electoral College. The House, 
how ever, selects from- the top 
THREE. 
W hat happens if the House 
doesn’t act? T hat is unlikely, bu t 
t h e V ice-President, presum ably 
already elected by th e E lectoral 
College, w ould be th e President. 
H ere’s som ething interesting how ­ 
ever, if there is no m ajority for 
V ice-President in the E lectoral 
College, th a t vote goes to the 
SENATE, and the S enate votes on 
th e TWO highest nam es. 
Since th e last letter, Mrs. P h il­ 
lips and 1 have been to Sacram en­ 
to and San Francisco and Los 
Angeles. In San Francisco we 
picked up a new idea, to us any­ 
way. 
The A m erican W omen’s V olun­ 
tary Services have opened up a 
“W ar Bond Exchange” there. You 
look over your shelves and in the 
closets an d store room , and you 
get out th e extra dishes you don’t j 
w ant, an d the old silver, and th e ' 
wedding presents and the bridge 
prizes you don’t know w hat to do 
w ith, an d you take them to the 
exchange.

Kipnis, basso of the Metropolitan opera. 
Believing that many young people whose ears 
are presently tuned to modern dance tunes, are 
thoroughly capable of appreciating the fine and 
lasting music of the ages, Kipnis has startled the 
musical world by proposing to salt the usual juke 
box repertoire with a few selections of more cul­ 
tural character. 
America is more music conscious than ever be­ 
fore, the singer believes, and its interest “extends 
to all kinds of music, trimmed to every length of 
hair. 
Millions of people wait for scheduled con­ 
certs by artists whom they have been able to hear 
only at infrequent intervals or on broadcasts. They 
buy records when they can, or listen to somebody 
else’s. 
It doesn’t matter whether the community 
is in a metropolis with plenty of good music all year 
around or off the musical track, a session around 
a classical juke box would provide entertainment 
for young people that they can get nowhere else.” 
We hope that something comes of the sugges­ 
tion— or any other suggestion that will place more 
great music at the disposal of youth. 
It is beyond 
the realm of reasonability to suppose that young 
people have 110 taste for good music, but only an 
infinite requirement for jive. 
We believe, with Mr. 
Kipnis, that one of the things this country needs is 
good 5-cent music, brought, if necessary, to where- 
ever our boys and girls congregate around the juke 
box, lifted to more cultural grace by nickle operas.

Another Article On Desert 


East of Palm Springs Appears in 


New York Journal-American 


A ppearing in lhe July 2 issue of the New York Journal-A m eri­ 
can, is another interesting letter on lhe desert near G arnet, w rit­ 
ten by Caboi Yerxa, resident of that area for m any years and w ell 
know n among lhe old tim ers in Palm Springs. The letter appeared in 
the syndicated colum n of Louis Sobol, nationally known colum nist, 
w ho wrote as follows:

B ut days gone by, 
this pool was m uch frequented by 
w ildcats, lynx, foxes, coyotes and 
sm aller animals. Also many birds
